Official announcement of a par- 
tial list of commodities to be sold 
in the government retail store. 
which opens in the Gershon builld- 
ing on Stewart avenue on Septem- 
ber 25, and the prices at which they 
will be sold, was contained in an 
announcement from \Colonel M. G. 
Zalinske, in charge.of the Atlanta 
supply zone, yesterday. 

The announcement was made by 
authority of the director of sales, 
war department, Colonel Zalinske 
stated. Supplemental] lists, contain- 
ing additional commodities and 
their sales prices, will be made from 
4 time to time, he said, and the prices 
fixed are the same for sales over 
the counter as those to be delivered 
to the consumer in response to mail 
orders. 

Workmen are now engaged, Col- 
onel Zalinske observed, in remode!}- 
ing the Gershon building for the 
establishment of the store. Organ- 
ization of the sales force is being 
‘rapidly consummated, and on the 
date the stores open it is hoped to 
have everything running smoothly. 

Retail Districts Established, 

The war department has divided 


. the country into a number of retail 


districts in each of which one of 
the stores will be located. Resi- 
dents of the respective districts 
must place their orders with the 
store in the particular district in 
which they reside. The quartermas- 
ter general will define, in the near 
future, by boundaries, each of these 


# retail districts and give the loca- 


tion of the store which will be es- 
tablished in each. The surplus stock 
of each commodity, the quantity of 


| a Which is sufficiently large to jus- 


tify such procedure, has been allo- 
“®ated to the retail districts into 
which the country has been divid- 
ed, @ach district's allotment. being 
based on the population of the ter- 
ritory embraced within the district 
boundary, and a distribution of the 
surplus is now being made in ac- 
cordance .with this allocation. The 
‘character of certain of the commod. 
ities to be offered for sale is such 
that the demand for them will be 
restricted to certain sections of the 
country. Such commodities will be 
distributed only to the stores locat- 
ed in those particular sections. 

All deliveries of goods ordered by 
mail will be made through parcel 
post service, but mail orders must 
' be addressed directly to the store in 
the district in which the purchaser 
resides and not to the postmaster 
of that city. 

To assure delivery of mall orders. 
the war department will insure all 
mail order purchases of over $2 at 
government expense. Orders for 
less than $2 worth of goods will be 
shipped at purchaser’s risk. All 
mail orders must be accompanied 
by cash, postal money order or cer- 
tified check as no uncertified checks 
will be accepted. 

The quartermaster. general has di- 
rected his sales organization to se- 
lect, in each of the cities in which 
stores will be established, a build- 
ing accessible to the class trade to 
which the commodity offered for 
wale will most strongly appeal. 

Where local conditions appear to 
justify such action, the superin- 
tendents of the stores are author- 
ized to establish branches within 
their retafl districts.

Macon, Ga., September 16,— 
Chief of Police McWilliams resign- 
ed tonight. He succeeded Chief 
Bowden, who was forced to resign 
Saturday because of union affilla- 
tions of the Macon police force. 

McWilliams said that policemen 
and outsiders were making it un- 
pleasant for him and because of the 
discord he decided to resign. 

Policemen and firemen still re- 
fused to turn in their badges or 
their union cards today. They re- 
mained on duty. Lieutenant Martin 
Thompson, .member of the union, 
took command when McWilliams 
resigned. The resolution of the 
civil service commission calling on 
the police and firemen. to disband 
their union was sent to the city 
council, which held g@ meeting to- 
night, asking that body to approve 


the action. 

Mayor Toole and members of 
council planned to return the reso- 
lution with a statement that the 
commission has full power to act, 
The commissioners planned to meet 
immediately after the council meet- 
ing. 

Mills to Re-open. 

Textile mills will re-open to- 
morrow, it was officially announced 
today, the two thousand striking 
workers agreeing to return to their 
places. All strikers have forfeited 
their bonuses, which were due Oc- 


tober 1, the company announced. 
Macon, Ga., September 16.—The 


order of the civil service commis- 
sion demanding the dissolution of 
the policemen’s and firemen’s unions 
having met with a flat refusal by 
the men either to obey the order or 
resign their positions, the commis: 
sion today will take action to en- 
force the order. 

The dissolution order was issued 
by the commission in compliance 
with a demand made by Macon citi- 
zens in mass meeting Monday, at 
which the civil service commission- 
ers were given the alternative of 
immediate resignation themselves. 

The patrolmen were on duty as 
usual this morning and stated they 
would not resign, would not strike

Washington, September 16.—Offi- 
cials here, in the absence of Pres!i- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Lansing, 
will not comment upon the report 
that the United States has asked Ja- 
pan to set a definite date for the re- 
turn of Kiao Chau to China. The 
general impression in official cir- 
cles is that the report is well 
founded. 

Japan’s answer to such a request 
by the government would have an 
important bearing on the senate’s 
consideration of the peace treaty as 
one of the objections to it on which 
opposition is being centered, is the 
Shantung provision.

MARTIAL LAW 
IN SCHANTUNG, 
(The Constitution— adeiphia Public 
Service——Copyright, !919) 
Washington, September 16.—Mar- 
tial law is being rigorously en- 
forced in Shantung province by the 
Chinese governor, three leaders of 
the anti-Japanese movement hav- 
ing been summarily executed, ac- 
cording to Pekin dispatches carried 
in the Far Eastern press and re- 
ceived here today. One report says: 
“The ruthless manner in which 


Martial law is being carried out in 
Shantung province, varticularly in 
Tsinanfu, where the governor, Ma 
Liang, has assumed dictatorship, is 
calling forth protests from foreign- 
ers in Shantung and from the 
people. 

“In Tsinanruthe dictator’s career 
of frightfulness has resulted in the 
summary execution of three leaders 
in th® patriotic movement, heads of 
the ‘ten-men-teams, organized to 
enforce the boycott, and in attempts 
to intimidate the student agitators 
by shooting in the streets and on the 
university grounds. 

“It is believed that only protests 
by foreign teachers and by the 
British and American consuls pre- 
vented the execution of sixteen 
other agitators. 

“The Shantung Students’ union 
has addressed a telegram to the gov- 
ernment requesting that the decree 
of matrial law in Shantung be re- 
voked, as being unnecessnryv to pre- 
serve order, and as being used for 
the unjust oppression of the people. 
The students also renewed their re- 
quest that Ambassador Lu, in Paris, 
be instructed to stand firm in refus- 
ing to sign the treaty with Germany 
as it stands. 

“An attempt is being made in 
Tsinanfu to intimidate the foreign- 
ers who have been threatening to 
interfere in the violent course of 
law. A new commissioner or for- 
eign affairs, Cahng Jen Tao, ha .ar- 
rived, and began his work by a call 
on the foreign consuls He advised 
the consuls to instruct authorities 
of the Shantung Christian universi- 
ty to forbid political meetings on 
the university premises, to order 
foreigners to keep off the streets, 
in order that they may not seem to 
direct the agitators, or to be obtain- 
ing incriminating evidence; and to 
agree that if it is found necessary, 
to arrest and punish university stu- 
dents or others, foreigners shall not 
interfere in the course of justice. 
The fist of these three demands has 
been accepted and enforced. The 
other two, however, are considered 
to interfere with the freedom of ac- 
tion of foreigners and their consuls 
and will probably not be further 
considered.”

On the longest leg of his western 
tour his train had no stops sched- 
uled during the entire day and the 
nresident improved the opportunity 
to rest from his arduous’ speech- 
making campaign in the northwest. 
He left Portland, Ore., last night, 
and will arrive in San Francisco 
tomorrow morning. 

In California Mr. Wilson again is 
in the home territory of one of the 
bitterest opponents of the peace 
treaty, Senator Hiram Johnson of 
that state being among.the speak- 
ers who are touring the west to 
reply to the president’s appeal for 


‘ratification. 


Two Days in San Francisco. 

Plans completed today for. Presi- 
dent Wilson’s two-day stay ig San 
Francisco provide for two luncheon 
addresses, in addition to the two 
night speeches on his original pro- 
gram. 

Although the president’s advisers 
had insisted during the trip to the 
west coast on his adhering strictly 
to his official schedule of speeches, 
it was said more latitude was pos- 
sible now in view of the compara- 
tively few public meetings that have 
been arranged during the coming 
week, It is likely also that he wiil 
speak at a dinner to be given him 
in Los Angeles Saturday, and at 
other public functions during this 
week and the following week. 

For the first time since his speak- 
ing’ trip began, there was no stop 
scheduled during all of today, and 
the president slept late ‘while his 
train was ‘winding southward 
through the Cascades of western 
Oregon. He left Partland late last 
night and is due in San Francisco 
tomorrow morning. 

The president’s original plan to 
have a public lumecheon in the Santa 
Clara valley during his stay in San 
Francisco has been abandoned, and 
instead he will attend luncheony 
both tomorrow and Thursday at a 
San Francisco hotel. Tomorrow aft- 
ernoon he will take an automobile 
ride to Stanford university, but does 
not intend to speak there. On 
Thursday he will cross the bay to 
Oakland immediately after the 
luncheon and will take a ride to 
the University of Calitornia and 
Berkeley. 

At Grant’s Pass, Oregon, and sev- 
eral other places where his train 
stopped for a few minutes the presi- 
dent shook hands with the crowds 
which came out to meet 
Grant’s Pass and Glendale, Oregon, 
each presented Mr. and Mrs, Wil- 
son with a large deer. A tag tied 
on the one put aboard at Glendale 
was signed by “The Citizens of 
Glendale,” and read:

Senator Tells Great 
Crowd at Sioux Falls 
Wilson Is Planning 
New Government for 
United States: 


Sioux Falls, 8S. Di, September 16.— 
In an endeavor to accommodate the 
crowd which came tonight to hear 
Senator Johnson, all chairs’ were 
removed from the main floor of the 
big hall and the audience stood on 
its feet during the address. Presi- 
dent Wilson spoke from the same 
platform eight days ago. Senator 
Johnson charged that President Wil- 
son seeks to establish substantially 
a new government for the United 
States by the provisions of the 
league of nations covenant. 

Senator Johnson's appeal for the 
radical amendment of the peace pact 
was enthusiastically received by the 
crowd. 

Upon his arrival here he was met 
at the train by a band and a com- 
mittee of citizens, and later rode in 
an automobile parade. 

Among those on the stage were 
Mayor George W. Burnside; W. C, 
Cook, republican national commit- 
teeman from South Dakota, and 
former Senator Robert J. Gamble. 

No New Government Wanted. 

“Mr. Wilson intends, with his 
league of nations, to adopt a new 
government for the United States of 
America,” Senator Johnson = said. 
“It is exactly what we do not wish 
to have done. We do not require a 
new government at this time. We 
are content to live under the con- 
stitution and the Declaration of In- 
dependence. 

“We insist that the government of 
Washington and of Lincoln and of 
Roosevit, the republic which we 
have .cherished and which has 
grown great under the doctrine of 
Americanism, shall not be super- 
seded by an overlordship of eight 
foreign nations, or by a super-gov- 
ernment in which our voice will be 
but one of nine. In this ominous 
sentence Mr. Wilson has told his 
purpose and the purpose of the 
league of nations. He has outgrown 
the government that has been ours 
for 140 years. We have not. He 
has made ‘a fundamental choice of 
a goverinment’ with his league. We 
are still Americans. 

‘Mr. Wilson, in starting his tour, 
said he was making a ‘report’ to the 
country. The American people have 
waited in vain for any report of Mr. 
Wilson’s proceedings at Paris. In- 
stead of facts, they have had plati- 
tudes and glittering generalties. 
They have been given no explanation 
for the surrender of the principles 


so often eloquently announced by 


'Mr. Wilson, no reason for the aban- 


donment of Amercanism and the 
easy triumph of European and Asi- 
atic diplomacy. 

Issue Is Americanism. 

“In this city of Sioux Falls, Mr. 
Wilson indulged in one or two sig- 
nificant remarks, pregnant’ with 
warning to our people. ‘Your 
choice,’ he said, ‘is between the 
league of nations and Germanism,’ 
and he endeavored, by veiled 
threats, to convey that his opponents 
with pro-Germanism, 
It is a bad and lost cause which, in 
its extremity, resorts to epithets 
and vituperation. 

“And the choice is not between 
the league of nations and German- 
ism. The choice between the 
league of nations and Americanism.

Political Tangle 

Macon, Ga., September 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The controversy over the 
deunionizing of the police and fire 
departments became entangled in 
politics tonight, when the city coun- 
cil rejected a resolution presenta 
by the civil service commission that 
indorsement be given to the act'‘on 
of the commission in calling on the 
police and firemen to withdraw 
from their union or give up their 
jobs. 

_As a result of the refusal of coun- 
cil to act, the commiss'on has de- 
clared the order issued to the po- 
lice and firemen to be inoperative 
and the two departments now stand 
just as they did before the order 
was issued. 

It was plainly an attempt on the 
part of the commission to “pass the 


buck” to city council and the latter | 


refused to assume the respons 'bili- 
ty, ‘which it claims belongs entirely 
to the civil service commission, the 
law providing that the commission 
has full power to control the opera- 
tion of both departments. 


Action a Surprise. 


In the meantime both the police 
and firemen continue on their jobs, 
with the exception of Chief Warren 
McWilliams, the Texas cowboy, who 
tendered his resignation this even- 
ing after two days’ service. The 
chief’s action came as a surprise, 
for only two hours before he re- 
Signed he declared that while peo- 
ple were trying to make it unpleas- 
ant for him, he was determined to 
Stick by the commission. McWil- 
liams was succeeded by Lieutenant 
Martin Thompson, who was the 
original choice of the men of the 
department, as the successor to for- 
mer chief, Charles L. Bowden. 
Thompson ig one of the oldest men 
on the foree, having served for 
twenty-three years and during all 
that time has never had a mark 
against his. service record. He is 
sixty-one years of age, and has 
Served under nine chiefs.

Relief Train Arrives. 

A military relief train from 
Brownsville, bringing 5,000 rations 
and 1,000 beds, arrived here early 
today. A second train with addi- 
tional supplies and hospital supplies 
is on its way. The commander of 
the Brownsville district has placed 
all food supplies, tentage and phys- 
ical forces of his district at the dis- 
posal of the local authorities for 
relief work. 

Three women who sought refuge 
from the storm in the federal build- 
ing Sunday night became mothers 
while the hurricane was at its 
height. They were attended by phy- 
sicians who were among the hun- 
dred or so people who sought safe-

ty there. Reports today were that 
all were doing nicely at hospitals 
where they were removed when the 
storm abated. 

The list of missing was grad- 
ually being reduced as reports be- 
gan to come in that scores of per- 
sons had been rescued across Nueces 
bay, where they had floated on what 
remained of their wrecked homes 
and other debris, or had been driven 
inland by the hurricane. 

It is impossible yet to even ap- 
proximate the death list, and it may 
be several days before all the miss- 
ing are accounted for and the num- 
ber of victims known. 

Damage Indescribable. 

The damage wrought by the storm 
in the lower part of the business 
district and along North Beach is 


almost indescribable. With the 
coming of daylight the work of 
clearing the piles of debris that in| 
many cases utterly blocked tne 
streets was resumed. Hundreds of 
men from the cotton fields of the 
surrounding country have been 
brought here to assist in this work. 
The water has entirely receded 
from the streets, greatly facilitating 
the work. 

A steady rain began falling at 
noon, turning the rapidly drying 
streets into a slush of mud and in- 
terfering with the clearing away ol 
the debris. This will also add 
greatly to the suffering and -priva- 
tions of the thousands of destituce 


and homeless. 

The known dead, whose 
were recovered today, include VW. P. 
Helcher, a prominent real estate 
dealer, and his wife; k. W. O'Conner, 
a newspaper man, and H. Prater, a 
policeman. The latter lost his liie 
while attempting to save Henry 
Spiker and twenty-six other per- 
sons who were in his home when it 
was carried away by the tide. None 
of these persons have been account- 
ed for. ® 

Despite the arrival today of sev- 
eral relief trains, the food and 
housing situation still is serious. 
Thousands of persons lost all of 
their belongings, escaping only with 
the clothing they wore, which, in 
many instances, consisted of only 
bathing suits. Several bakeries rv- 
sumed operation today and placed 
their output at the disposal of the 
Red Cross. 

Reports received today from the 
surrounding country tell a uniform 
story of heavy damage to the cot- 
ton crop’ in thi ssection by Sun- 
day’s storm. It is estimated un- 
officially that practically one-third | 
of the crop still was unpicked. |

September 18. -‘*The 
present world unrest means ihat 
the old order of things is in its 
death throes, that a new society is 
about to come to its birth and that 
age-long injustices and inequalities 
that burdened the lives of the com- 
mon people are at last to be swept 
away,” declared Arthur Henderson, 
secretary of the labor party, before 
the Interhational Brotherhood con- 
gress here today. 

“Class rule in politics is doomed

to disappear,” he added, “but it is |

true political liberty will be al- 
ized in this or other countries with- 
out a violent convulsion of society.” 

The main problem now, he said, is 


to restore popular confidence in rep- | 


resentative institutions, and 
guide the movement of the masses 
along the path of constitutional 
changes, and to enable democracy to 
become master in its own house 
without violence.” 

Analyzing the causes of unrest, 
Mr. Henderson said: 

“The development of political in- 
stitutions has not kept pace with

ment. The possessing classes con- 
trive to defeat the popular will on 
every first-class political issue in 
which the rights and liberties of 
the people are involved.” 

He said the constant interference

Baltimore, September 16.—In an 
address to an assemblage which 
packed the Lyric theater here to- 
night, Cardinal Mercier, primate of 
Belgium, thanked America for its 
great support of his country in 
time of trial and appealed for the 
continuance. of this help. 

It was Cardinal Mercier’s first 
formal address in this country. He 
came here, he said, first, to express 
“is admiration for America: sec- 
ond, to express his gratitude, and, 
third, to express the “need of Amer- 
ican help for the social reconstruc- 
tion of Belgium.” 

America Showed Soul, 

“America,” said the Belgian pre- 
late, “had no territorial, financial 
Or political interest in the war; 
rather was she bound by her tradi- 
tional policy to keep herself aloof 
from _ every European’ conflict; 
America had in her bosom a propor- 
tion of citizens of German origin, 
and appeared to a foreign observer, 
rather as a cosmopolitan agglomer- 
ation than one homogeneous unit; 
but, this wonderful country showed 
herself to be animated by one soul, 
permeating all the parts of her 
immense organism, and giving to 
all the individuals the same high 
ideal, the strongest bond of social 
unity, the ideal which the great 
doctor of the Catholic church, Saint 
Ambrose, defined in this brief and 
splendid motto: Above all, hon- 
esty! 

“America saw Belgium struggling 
and suffering for honor! America 
could not. help esteeming, loving, 
admiring Belgium. She esteemed. 
loved, admired Belgium, not in 
words, but in deeds. 

“Our brotherhood in the worship 
of the same ideal brought both our 
nations nearer to each other, and 
my desire to clasp your hand over 
this common cause of eternal jus- 
tice is the first reason for my com- 
ing here. 

“Even as Belgium was, in 1914, 
the providential instrument to bar 
the way to the invaders, in order 
to allow France and England to 
concentrate their forces against tie 
German colossus, so was America in 
1917 the main providential factor of 
our final victory. 


National Thanksgiving. 

“On the 29th of June last the Bel- 
gian people, King Albert, Queen 
Elizabeth and their royal children 
at their: head, in union with the 
whole hierarchy, clergy and enor- 
mous multitudes of our compatriots 
celebrated in Brussels a national!

~~ RATE ADVANCES 


Shippers Tell Commerce 
Commission Proposed 
Increases Will Be Hurt- 
ful—Many Business Men 
Heard. 


Washington, September 16.—South- 
ern traffic men protested today be- 
fore the interstate commerce com- 
mission over the proposed increascd 
freight rates for the southeast. The 
shippers claimed rate discrimination 
south of the Ohio river, and de- 
Clared that as the railroads in the 
south were prosperous, increases 
were not warranted. 

In opening the shippers’ case, 
C. E. Cotterill, general counsel for 
the Southern Traffic league, stated 
that the net earnings of the south- 
ern lines per track mile exceeded 
the net earnings of the northern 
lines, and that the revenues of 
southern carriers were steadily in- 
creasing on account of the growth 
of industry. 

The additional revenue needed by 
the railroad administration, Mr. 
Cotterill said, should be derived 
from the territory served by the 
northern lines, which now were 
showing monthly deficits. 

Traffic Experts Heard. 

Traffic experts from southern 
states were called upon to show how 
the a@vances would affect their in- 
terests. Those examined were W. &, 
Creighton, traffic manager, Char- 
lotte (N. C.) board of trade; Harry 
Massman, secretary, chamber of 
commerce, Charleston; J. T. Slatter, 
secretary, Chamber of commerce, 
Columbia, S. C.; FB. M. Henderson, uf 
the national traffic bureau; FE. DeL, 
Wood, Chattanooga; O. L. Bunn, sec- 
retary Birmingham Traffic associa- 
tion, and Harry T. Moore, secretary 
and traffic manager of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Creighton said the proposed 
rates to the Carolinas from both 
the east and were were nearly twice 
as high as the rates to Virginia 
cities for three-quarters of the haul. 

P. F. Ripley, traffic commissioner 
for the American Sugar Refining 
company, objected to the proposed 
increase on the ground that it would 
force his company out of business 
in North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina. He said that a 5-cent differ- 
ence could be absorbed by the trade, 
but that the proposed advances 
would set up a 10-cent difference, 
which would be fatal. 

Florida’s Protest. 


Florida’s protest against the rate 
advance was presented by R. Hud- 
son Burr, chairman of the state 
railway commission, who says an 
average increased rate of 3.6 cents 
for each box of fruit from Florida 
shipping points to the usual mar- 
kets would result from the proposed 
rates, together with existing dis- 
criminations, 

E,. D. Dow, of Tampa, represent- 
ing the Florida Citrus exchange, 
and George R. Williams, traffic 
manager for Chase & Co., of Jack- 
sonville, voiced their interests’ pro- 
test. Mr. Williams said that esti- 
mating the 1919-20 fruit crop as ten 
million boxes, the proposed rate ad- 
vance would increase freight 
charges half a million dollars. The 
increase, he said, from Florida 
points to Baltimore, Boston and New 
York would average 4.5 cents a hun- 
dred pounds.

FIGHTS REGULATION 


OF INLAND WATERWAYS 


Washington, September 16.— 
Thomas F. Cunningham, vice presi- 
dent of the New Orleans Board of 
Trade, before the house interstate 
commerce committee, considering 
railroad regulation, urged today 
that no regulation be imposed on in- 
land waterways. 

“Inla waterways need foster- 
ing care and protection from the 
aggression of the rail carriers,” he 
said. “The carriers.on the inland 
waterways do not require regulat- 
ing, for they do not exercise any 
monopoly or rights acquired by the 
law of eminent dorain and they 
have been guilty of no acts of ag- 
gression against the shipping or 
traveling public.” 

R. A. Dean, assistant counsel of 
the shipping board, proposed that 
control over port-to-nort rates be 
left with the shipping board, instead 
of being transferred to the inter- 
state commerce commission as pro- 
vided by the Esch-Pomerene rail- 
road bill. The shipping board. he 
said, had exercised its regulatory 
powers “to a very limited extent.” 

James E. Smith, president of the 
Mississippi Valley Waterways asso- 
ciation, suggested that legislation 
be enacted for government: control 
of inland waterways even after the 
railroads have been returned to pri- 
vate ownership. 

“As a general proposition,” ir. 
Smith declared, “I am stronely op- 
posed to government ownership and 
operation of our transportation sys-

He scored the present inadequate 
facilities for housing the public 
school children of the city, and de- 
clared that for relief from the 
stigma the board of education and 
the schools would have to *look to 
the women, who with their ballot 
have now become a deciding factor 
in civic affairs. 

“Atlanta’s educational needs must 
be met and must be met in the very 
near future,” said Mr. Dykes. “There 
are many who do not realize the 
critical situation that confronts us. 
Atlanta is a rich city, but how do 
her school buildings compare with 
those of other cities in the north 
and west. You will find her far 
behind, our schools not being even 
able to furnish seats for all the 
children who attend them.” 

Three More Schools Needed. 

Dr. Dykes told those assembled 
that three more grammar schools 
are badly needed and pointed out 
the city’s utter lack in the matter 
of high school buildings. He re- 
lated how Tech High school is be- 
ing partly housed in old stores, ana 
still the overflow is so great that 
outdoor classes are being held} the 
boys meeting on the playground for 
recitation. 

Other school buildings are heated 
by stoves, several have basement 
rooms lighted solely by artificial 
light. “these buildings should be 
an inspiration to the pupils, but in- 
stead they are a shame, and whose 
fault is it?” asked Mr. Dykes. 

“The board of education is power- 
less to remedy the situation,” he 
answered, ‘“‘The fault is with the 
voters of the city. You are getting 
what the voters are giving you, and 
no more.” 

He said he believed the men 
would support a bond issue for 
schools if nothing else was added. 
Three million dollars is the figure 
which he advocates will put the city 
in the educational forefront.

Moultrie, Ga., Septemper 16.—(Spe- 
Clal.)-——Five persons, four mren-and 
one woman, arrested on a charge of 
kidnaping. Miss Bert Walker, whose 
parents alleged that she is but’ 13 
years old, and forcing her to marry 
Grady Fowler, have made bond and 
haveteen releaséd. The defendants 
are Mr. ang Mrs. Nat Croft, W. IL 
Jones, Hood Walden and Grady 
Fowler, the bridegroom. 

The wedding took place in Quit- 
man shortly before 12 o’clock Satur- 
day night, the ceremony being per- 
formed by the ordinary of Brooks 
county, who 4lso issued the license. 
As soon as the news of the marriage 
reached him, C. W. Walker, father 
of the bride, swore out warrants 
against the five whose names have 
already been given, charging them 
with kidnaping. The warrants were 
served at 4 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing at Cliatville, where the wedding 
party went immediately following 
the ceremony. 

Mr. Walker alleges that the de- 
fendants in the case went to Home- 
stead, this county, Saturday night, 
where his daughter had gone to at- 
tend church, forced her to get-into 
their car, accompany them to Quit- 
man, where she was married to 
Grady Fowler against her will. The 
young bride, according to Sheriff 
Boyd, who went to Cliatville for the 
defendants, bears out the allega- 
tions of her father.

GRAIN AND FOODSTUFE 
PRICES TO. BE PROBED 


Investigation Is Result of 
the Milk Situation in 


Atlanta. 


The investigation into the milk 
situation in Atlanta being made by 
the department of justice has 
brought on the necessity for look- 
‘ing into the prices of grain and 
foodstuffs, J. L. Baley, chief of the 
bureau of investigations, said Tues- 
day. 

The retailer complains that he is 
selling milk as cheaply as he can af- 


ford to do at the price he pays 


for it, and the producer declares he | 


is bound by the high cost of feed 
to get his price. There is even talk 
by dairymen and dealers of another 
increase in the price of milk soon if 
the cost of feedstuffs is not les- 
sened. 

Hence, Mr. Baley says, he will 
have his agents make a study of 
the prices being paid at present 
the prices being paid at present for 
parison made with those or a month 
or more ago, so that some estimate 
can be formed of whether or not 
profiteering is going on. 

All the agents of the department 
are now busy with the probe into 
the milk conditions and prices and 
are meeting, according to Mr. Baley, 
with almost universal courtesy and 
co-operation. Not sufficient data 
has been compiled as yet to draw 
any general conclusions. 

“I think Atlanta is the highest 
place in the United States for milk,” 
Mr. Baley said Tuesday afternoon. 
“I am collecting reliable informa- 


tion from the cities and towns in 
my district as to the prevailing 
prices for milk, and though I have 
had only a few responses  s0 
far, not a city has come up to At- 
lanta’s charges. 

“There was an increase lately in 
Knoxville from 16 cents a quart to 
20 cents. In Greenville milk is sell- 
ing for 20 cents now, but in Wash- 
ington, D. C., for only 17 cents. 

“It would seem that now when 
harvest is approaching, prices for 
grain should be reduced. But only 
an actual inquiry into market can- 
ditions will assure us whether or 
not they have started to come down. 
We hope to know about this phase 
of the situation soon, and then we 
can determine whether or not the 
cry of ‘high cost of feed’ which we 
are always hearing is as well 
founded as the milk pedple would 
have us believe.”

The Birthday of 
Our Constitution 


That it acquire, by condemnation 
or otherwise, sufficient clay beds Today, September 17th, is called 
the birthday of the Constitution of 
the United States, because on that 
day in the year 1787 the federal 
convention which drew up that 
'great charter of human 
completed its work and adjourned. 

The declaration of independence 
had pronounced the thirteen Amer- 
ican colonées free from foreign con- 
trol, but it did not make them a 
nation. The articles of confedera- 
tion created an alliance between 
them, but left them thirteen differ- 
ent states under separate govern- 
ments. It was the constitution that 


made the American people one na- 
tion, with a fundamental law and 
a common purpose. 


This purpose as set forth in the 
preamble to the constitution was: 


. « . to form a more perfect 
union, establish justice, insure do-

Disastrous to Colorado

Pueblo, Colo., September 15.—The 
nation-wide steel strike to be called 
within eleven days will have a di- 
rect and disastrous effect upon the 
iron and steel industries of Colo- 
rado and the Pacific coast. Four 
developments may be foreseen to- 
day. 

First. According 
leaders the Rockefeller plants in 
this city, those operated by the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron company, 
will be forced to cease operations. 
Six thousand men will be affected 
in these plants alone. Although all 
are not members of the American 
Federation of Labor, only eight men 
have so far voted against a atrike. 

Second. If the C. F. & L is closed 
by the strike scores of manufac- 
turing concerns extending from 
Denver to the coast, which depend 
upon this concern for iron and steel, 
will be compelled within a short 
time to shut down because of the 
small amount of raw 
hand. 

Third. The proposed

MANY BANK CHARTERS 
GRANTED This YEAR 


Capital Put Up This Year 
More Than Double That 
of 1918. 


The progress of Georgia’s finan- 
cial condition is indicated by tfe fact, 


learned Tuesday from A. T. Narris, 
chief clerk in the department of 
state, that up to September 1 of this 
year, charters have been issued to 20 
new banks, while during all of 1918 
there were only 14 bank charters 
granted. 

Even more interesting than this 
advance in numbers Is the large ex- 
cess of money involved. While in 
1918there were only two applica- 
tions from financial companies with 
as much as $50,000 capital, .tihs year 
there have been already over three 
capitalized at more than _ $100,000, 
and all charters granted have car- 
ried the figures to $945,000, which is 
more than double the money put 
into banking houses in the previous 
twelve months. 

According to these figures, the av- 


erage capital put into new banks in 
1918 was slightly over $32,000, while 
during 1919 it has gone considerably 
past $47,000. 

The majority of charter applica-/ 
tions both years was from small 
town companies, who had organized 
a savings or general banking insti- 
tution capitalized at $25,000.

Countess Louise d’Ursel, honorary lady of the Queen of Belgium. 
She will lecture in Atlanta on children’s work in Belgium. 


Countess Louise d’Ursel, of Don- 
gelsberg, Belgium, who is soon to 


visit America to lecture on chil- 
dren’s work in Belgium, is known in 


every commune of the little king- 
dom for her patriotic and philan- 
thropic achievements during the 
war. Atlanta will be included in 
her lecture tour. 

Countess d@’Ursel was born in the 
Chateau of Dongelberg, where 
later she was destined to organize 
one of the most important children’s 
works in Belgium. Hardly out of 
school, she was asked by the Coun- 
tess of Flanders, mother of King 
Albert, to become a lady of honor. 
She remained with this princess un- 
til her death. At that time she was 
named honorary lady of the queen. 

When war broke out, Countess 
da’Ursel and her sister organized an 
ambulance in her chateau, Linter- 
poot, at Sempst, where the wounded 
were cared for in the first days of 
hostilities. It was neecssary soon to 
evacuate the chateau because it was 
in the zone of action during the 
Siege of Antwerp. Her brother, 
count Antoine d’Ursel, having been 
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seriously wounded on the Yser 
front, she went to care for him and, 
after his recovery, worked in the 
hospital service at Poperinghe. She 
organized, with Countess Vander 
Steen de Jehay, a hospital for the 
inhabitants of the region who were 
suffering from typhus. Many of the 
most dangerous cases Were treated 
in this hospital. For services ren- 
dered on this occasion, the king con- 
ferred on her the Cross of Chevalier 
of the Order of Leopold. He per- 
sonally bestowed the honr on the 
countess. 

Shortly afterward, she _ created, 
also with Countess Vander Steen, an 
oeuvre in behalf of Belgian soldiers 
and civilians, which specially aided 
evacuated civilians in Flanders. A 
number of orphan institutions, hos- 
pitals and hospices were thus cre- 
ated. 

She returned to occupied Belgium 
because of the illness of her father, 
and offered her services to the na- 
tional committee. The countess at 
that time organized the colony of 
Dongelberg, where 399 feeble chil- 
dren can be cared for at one time,

Washington, September 16.—Twen- 
ty-four hundred sleeping and parlor 
car conductors, on federal-controlled 


railroads, receivedaslight increase 
in wages today, retroactive to May 
1, under an order issued by Direc- 
tor General Hines, for the purpose 
of rectifying an error in a previous 
award. Ft was said the bbonus sys- 
tem previously applicable to such 
employees was misinterpreted in the 
new wage scale, and the present 
change was made in accordance with 
the policy announced by President 
Wilson and Mr.. Hines, to eliminate 
any injustice. 

For the first year of service, con- 
ductors will receive $125 a month, 
with 52 cents an hour overtime. The 
wages increase to $160a month and 


and 66.75 cents per hour for men in. 


service more than fifteen years. 
A standard month of 240 hours, in- 
stead of 300 hours, effective Septem- 
ber 1, was instituted, but this was 
said to be of minor importance, as 
virtually all sleeping and parlor car 
conductors never worked gnore than

With these three points as a ba- 
sis the conferees are expected to 
delve into many kindred subjects, 
and here will come one of the dan- 
gers, according to close students of 
the situation. 

Labor, already impatient and re- 
strained merely by the hope that 
the administration will find some 
way out, is not likely to look with 


favor upon prolonged deliberations 


and extensive researches. Ana 
there ‘s only one solution conse- 
quently that will satisfy the unions:

dustrial unrest are being smoothed 
away. 

The second segment of capitgl 
looks upon the conference with 
what might well be called distrust. 
Financiers of this group point out 
that.they are going into a packed 
committee. They reach this con- 
clusion from the fact that labor and 
President Wilson will name two- 
thirds of the committee. The posi- 
tion of the men named by the 
American Federation of Labor will, 
of course, be to obtain every ad- 
vantage that they possibly can for 
organized labor. President Wil- 
son’s appointees, not even hinted 
at yet, will. it is thought, more 
than |] keiy represent the liberal 
thought of the country. In addi- 
tion there will be one representa- 
tive each of the National Grange 
and the National Farmers’ Union 
whose position on the labor ques- 
tion cannot be said to represent 
capital. The absolute representa- 
tion of the investing ‘:nterests of 
the nation will be confined to five 
from the National Indusfrial Con- 
ference board; two from the Invest- 
ment Bankers’ association; one from 
the American Society of Equity. and 
five from the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States.

Will Gary Come? 


It is believed that President Wil- 
son will attempt to bring Judge 
Gary or some man that will speak 
for him into the conference, but 
the probability of acceptance by 
Judge Gary or his representative is 
doubtful.

Pershing a $10,000 gold sword re- 
sulted today in eliminating that 
item from a resolution extending 
thanks of cengress to the military 
leader. It was adopted, 227 to l, 
the only opponent being Represent- 
ative Schall, republican, of Minne- 
sota. 

The measure provides “That the 
thanks of the American people and 
of the congress of the United Statez 
are due, and are hereby tendered, to 
General John J. Pershing for his 
highly distinguished services as 
commander-in-chief of the Ameri- 
can expeditionary forces in Europe 
and to the officers and men under 
his command for their unwavering 
devotion and heroic valor through- 
out the war.” 

By eliminating the provision for 
a sword, Chairman Kahn, of the 
house military affairs committee, 
headed off a debate which might 
have developed intense feeling and 
prolonged debate on the adoption of 
the resolution of thanks. 

The plan to present a gold sword 
was opposed by § Representative 
Claud Kitchin, democrat, of North 
Carolina, who had threatened to 
take the floor in opposition. He 
and many others declared that it 
was improper to give the sword in 
view of the work of the boys who 
fought on the battlefield. 

Mr. Kahn declared the men op- 
posing the gift “are largely the 
Same men who opposed the declara- 
tion of war, the selective service 
act, and other measures intended to 
vigorously prosecute the war. 

“They are playing petty politics 
in an effort to square their war 
record. 

“T intend to call up the sword 
resolution later, and I am sure thuit 
it will be passed by a large ma- 
jority. It could have been passed 
today, but the opposition had sev- 
eral speeches ready, and I thought 
debate of it might mar the con- 
gressional reception to General 
Pershing on Thursday. 

“The pacifist objection is mani- 
fest in the opposition, for some 
members have mentioned to me that 
giving General Pershing the honor 
he deserves for doing a big job weil 
would be fostering militarism. Of 
course, that’s ridiculous. 

“Congress has not forgotten the 
men in the ranks, for already we 
have given all of them a bonus of 
$60, amounting for the 4,000,000 
service men to about $250,000,000.

Gary Says “Wave of Bol- 
shevism” May Hit Steel 
Corporation. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., September 16.— 
Supporters of the plan to postpone 
the steel’ workers’ strike, called for 
next Monday, until after the indus- 
trial conference to be held at Wash- 
ington, October 6, will encounter 
firm opposition when the subject ts 
brought before the national com- 
mittee for organizing iron and steel 
workers at its meeting here tomor- 
row, according to some union lead- 
ers. 

The amalgamated association of 
iron, steel and tifi workers, one of 
the largest organizations among 
the affiliated unions, will enter the 
meeting supporting the strike next 
Monday. The executive board of 
the amalgamated association met 
here today and while nothing offt- 
cially was given out, it is under- 
stood the sentiment ®f the meeting 
was that now is the time to strike. 
It was pointed out by leaders that 
if the industrial conference should 
fail, it will throw the strike back 
almost on the threshold of winter. 

Fear was expressed by some union 
men that if the strike is postponed 
the leaders could not prevent a 
Walk-out. The radical element 
among steel workers, it was said, 
would use a postponement to fur- 
ther the interests of organizations 
outside of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

Discharge of Union Men Alleged. 

Board members of the amalga- 
mated association said that certain 
steel companies are d:scharging men 
for union activity and that they did 
not feel they could support a post- 
ponement while this alleged dis- 
crimination is going on. 

On the other hand, there are ele- 
ments in the committee that con- 
Sidered it a matter of wisdom to 
follow the wisheS of President 
Wilson. It would place the organ- 
ization in a position, it was pointed 
out, of having exhausted all means 
to prevent a strike, before ordering 
a walk-out. 

Samul Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
is a member of the national com- 
mittee, will not attend the Wednes- 
day meeting, but will be _ repre- 
sented. Mr. Gompers is reported as 
favoring postponing e strike if it 
will bring no injury tO the workers. 

A half hundred oreanizers, who 


have beeen at work in the Pittsbure 
field for many months in a cam- 
paign to unionize the workers, met 
here today. It was given out they 
considered matters pertaining di- 
rectly to the strike. 

GARY ANTICIPATES 
“BOLSHEVIK WAVE.” 

New York, September 
finance committee of the 
States Steel corporation met here 
today and remained in conference 
for about an hour.

Conditioning the Arm, 


The arm of a baliplayer is his 
vital possession. Without a good 
throwing arm a balliplayer becomes 
worse than a ship without a rud- 
der. The two things that send play- 
ers back to the minors are bad arm 
and bad legs. They can get along 
on Charley Horsed, aching and weak 
legs so long as the old “whip” re- 
mains in shape to throw, 
moment the arm weakens the end of 
their careers is in sight. 

The majority of arms are hurt be- 
fore the players really reach the 
height of their ability and the ma- 
jority of injuries are due to igno- 
rance of the simplest rules of caring 
for the arm, carelessness and nez}li- 
gence, 
in actual play. The balliplayer takes 
more foolish chances than the ordi- 
nary man ever would dream of do- 
ing. Because he is strong ang feels 
strong, he becomes careless uftil the 
injury is suffered. 

Bad legs can be avoided in the 
great number of cases by observing 
the simple rule of never trying to 
stop quickly standing up. The ma- 
jority of bad legs, loose Kneecaps, 
“Charley Horses,” etc., are caused by 
players stopping short while run- 
ning fast. Players always should 
slide to bases when they intend to 
stop unless there is time to slow up 
gradually. 

With the arm the great cause of 
damage is throwing carelessly and 
without waiting to “warm up.” No 
man should try to throw hard until! 
the muscles of the throwing arm are 
warmed up by easy preliminary 
throwing. This applies particularly 
to pitchers. 

Start throwing easily, 
long movement and avoiding 
snap of the wrist or arm muscles. 
Swing the arm at full length and 
ret the shoulder behind the swing. 
Gradually increase the speed and 
force as the arm muscles loosen 
and never attempt to pitch curves

There is one serious defect in the 
league of nations covenant. It con- 
tains no clause covering 
‘gressional warfare. The United 


States congress has never been 
bound by international law or in- 
terstate law in the matter of mem- 
bers’ quarrels, and even if the Ver- 
sailles convention did not invade 
the personal prerogative of a con- 
gressman to fight his fellow con- 
gressman whenever such may be 
arranged. Nor do the Marquis of 
Queensbury rules apply. Nothing 
seems to apply. Looking over the 
record of this ancient and honorable 
body I find many settos, and I shall 
cover the bouts of this athletic club 
in a series of reports. 

The first event staged by the club 
was in the old clubhouse later de- 
stroyed by fire in the British in- 
vasion of 1812. It was the Lyon- 
Griswold fracas of January 20, 1789. 

Matthew (Mat) Lyon, the repre- 
sentative from Vermont, like so 
many fighters, was of Irish parent- 
age and birth. Having served as a 
soldier under Ethan Allen at Ticon- 
deroga he was later sent to con- 
gress as an anti-federalist. He was 
of a scrappy nature. Connecticut 
sent another pug in the person of 
Roger Griswold, who besides having 
a ready fist had a sharp tongue. 
Were Griswold alive and fighting 
today he could give press announce- 
ments of coming victories that 
would make the modern press agent 
turn green with envy. 

On the date mentioned, Lyon ad- 
dressed the speaker of the house 
in his usual rough and boisterous 
manner. He bitterly attacked the 
federalists of Connecticut, declaring 
that if he were editor of a Con- 
necticut paper he’d drive them all 
out of the state. Griswold, who was 
one of the jeeringe bvstanders, re- 
sponded: “If you go I suppose you 
will wear vour wooden sword.” Dear 
reader, this is deep stuff—let me ex- 
Plain. There was a story in circu- 
lation that Lyon had proved yellow 
in the revolution and had been cash- 
iered and forced to wear a wooden 
sword as a token of cowardice. So 
vou will see that the Connecticut 
kid had landed a pretty stiff verbal] 
punch. Lyon didn’t say a word, he 
didn’t even violate the house rule 
against snittinge on the floom. he 
spat In Griswold’s face, in which 
act he did expectorate as a first- 
class congressman. 

Now in the earlfer days of the 
American prize ring there were 
many police interferences, and the 
National A. C. was also subject to 
stoppages. On this occaston the 
sergeant at arms and partisans of 
the contenders crowded in and pre- 
vented a fight. Opportunity to fin- 
ish the argument. however, came on 
February the 15th, wherein Gris- 
wold attacked Lvon, beating him 
over the dome with a cane. Intent 
upqn making it a wnerfectly fair 
fight—for himself—Mat rushed to 
the open fireplace and secured a 
pair of tongs, whereupon he re- 
turned to the center of the ring. 
The imvnlements of civilization. how- 
ever, did not serve well, and both 
men returned to the weapons of 
nature. They clinched and nummel- 
ed and went down with Griswold 
on top. The fans pulled Roger off bv 
the heels, thus permitting the Ver- 
monter to regain his feet before the 
count. Grabbing the challenger’s 
cane, he made for the federalist, but 
the crowd swarmed in and it was 
declared no contest. Both men were 
pledged not to renew the fight for 
the crown, but both went before 
their constituents for re-election 
and hoth were returned to congress. 
Thus, each held the championship of 
his own state, but the national 
championship for that period re- 


mained undecided.

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RED CROSS TAKES 
STEPS FOR DRIVE 


Representatives From Six 
Southern States Present 
at All-Day Meeting Held 
at the Capital City Club. 


Representatives from Georgia, 
Alabama, Florida, South Carolina, 
North Carolina and Tennessee, who 
have been actively identified with 
Red Cross work, were present at the 
all-day meeting Tuesday at the 
Capital City club. The conference 
of the leaders in the various see- 
tions of the southern division began 
at 10 o’clock in the morning. 

Plans were formulated and dis- 
cussed for the roll call campaign 
which is to be started on Novem- 
ber 2 and continue through Novem- 
ber 11. An effort is being made to 
have November 2 made “Red Cross 
Sunday” throughout the United 
States, so that the proper impetus 
may be given to the drive. 

A Threcfold Ferm. 

The drive, it was announced at 
the conierence Tuesday, is to take 
a threefold form. The roll call 
hase is the effort to renew the exX- 

ng memberships in the country 
and to enlist as many new embers 
as possible; second, will be the 
campaign to raise $15,000,000 for the 
various expeRses of the organiza- 
tion in its special branches. The 
third factor to enter into the cani- 
paign is the securing of contribu- 
tions by the local chapters of the 
Red Cross for local incidental ex- 
penses, 

E. R. Black, manager — he 
Southern division, who eruaihed 
made the opening address of the 
morning, in which he commended 
all the workers for the excellent 
services they have rendered in thse 
past, and congratulated them upon 
4n opportunity to serve further in 

eé same efficient way. 

Lee Ashcraft, chairman of the At- 
lanta chapter, made the address of 
welcome to the visitors on behalf 
of the Atlanta chapter, 

The principal speaker of the 
morning was 8B. Il. Parkinson, who 
outlined the work that the Red 
Cross is to do, and the work that 't 
has done in the past. He paid par- 
ticular attention to the work that 
is expected of the Red Cross in the 
future. Mr. Parkinson's address, in 
part, follows: 


Address by Parkinson. 


“When the peace delegates met 
in Faris commissions came to them 
from all the countries to tell the 
Story of their needs and to appeal 
for help. They made their appeals 
not to the government of the coun- 
tries represented, but to the repre- 
sentatives of the American Red 
Cross who were then in Paris—Dr. 
Livingston Farrand and Mr. Henry 
P. Davison. 

“Dr. Farrand answered that they 
might go home and tell their people 
that the American Red Cross would 
Send the desired help. This comniis- 
sion to the Near East entailed send- 
ing many men and women to the 
countries most in need to aid in the 
distribution of supplies and to help 
the people in their fight against 
disease and death until they are 
able to fight their own fight and to 
help themselves. 

“In order to complete the obliga- 
tions to these countries the Red 
Cross will need about $9,000,000. 
There are also obligations which 
must be met in our own country. 
In the fifty-five military hospitals 
there are about 125,000 soldiers who 
are either ill or recovering from 
wounds. In the southern division 
alone there are 9,000 patients in 
eleven military hospitals. The Red 
Cross is still sending emergency 
supplies to these hospitals and is 
furnishing-workers to contribute to 
the gntertainment of the men and 
keep them in touch with their fami- 
lies at home. For this one service 
three or four million dollars will 
be needed next year. 

“The home service work of the 
Red Cross must also be continued. 
In the southern division there are 
15,0600 families of service men who 
are receiving help and information 
from Red Cross workers, and this 
work must be continued until the 
last man is home. The entire obli- 
gation of the Red Cross for relief 
work for the next year amounts to 


‘$15,000. We will now take up brief- 


ly the work of the organization 
along social and health lines at the 
present time. 

Nursing Devartment. 

“The nursing department of the 
southern division is now conducting 
twenty classes in home hygiene and 
care of the sick. During the last 
year 3,000 women took these 
courses, and will be prepared to 
nurse during epidemics. There are 
twenty nurses in the field teaching 
claszes of this kind. There are also 
110 trained dietitians ready to teach 
classes in dietetics, an@ 525 women 
have already taken this course. The 
division has fourteen public health 
nurses already in the field; fifteen 
others are being trained and fifteen 
= have promised to take train- 
ng. 

“In the home service department 
there are 158 trained workers Ssta- 
tioned in the thapters, and these are 
preparing to extend to civilian fam- 
ilies the same aid given to the fam- 
ilies of soldiers. 
partment is also well organized and | 
is seeking to establish first-aid 
courses in all the schools and in- 
dustrial plants of the division as 
well as in the chapters themselves. 

“The last big section of the Red 
Cross in times of peace is prepara- 
tion for disaster relief. During the 
last year it has responded to eigh- 
teen calls for relief of this type. 
In connection with this work equip- 
ment of the fifty base hospitals 
which were sent overseas will be 
held intact for emergency service.” 

Just after noon there was a lunch- 
eon held at the Capital City club, 
attended by all the delegates. 

Interesting Talk. 

At the close of the luncheon, an 
interesting talk was made by Cap- 
tain F. B. Patrick, of St. Petersburg, 
Fla., who served with the Red 
Cross on the excellent work done in 
Italy during the war. 

Reports were rendered on the 
work done by the various state or- 
ganizations, and Joseph L. McMil- 
lan, who is in charge of the roll eall 
campaign, further outlined the in- 
tentions of the drive and the neces- 
sity forto-operation and intensive 
effort @ achieving success with it. 

Drgvc. B. Wilmer, rector of St. 
Luks Episcopal church, made the 
principal address of the afternoon. 
Dr. Wilmer has recently returned 
from overseas, where he has been 
working with the troops. 

Dr. Wilmer said that he regretted 
the fact that some people thought 
that all energies should have been 
bent toward wining the wam with- 
out attention to the moral obliga- 
tions. 

“To be gure,” said Dr. Wilmer, “Tt 
was of the opinion that every possi- 
ble physical effort should have been 
directed toward eating the Ger- 
mans. But I was not convinced 
that Germany should be crushed, 
merely. It was highly necessary 
that she be beaten to her knees, but 
the attitude of hate, without thought 
of the soul of-~Germany, was not a 
just one. : 

“I think that presical force was 
our only course in the war. Phys- 
ical force is often necessary in pre- 
serving orer and peace. Witness 
our police forces. In fact, I have 
often wondered why there is not an 
international police force, an inter- 
national army, that could make a 
fractious nation behave itself. 

“But physical force has its limi- 
tations. For instance, all the ar- 
mies of the world, the combination 
of all mundane physcial force with 
the cosmic force, that lets the solar 
system function, all these could not 
make a baby smile if that baby 
didn’t want to smile. 

“So itis with war: there was need 
for something besides physical 
force,and the Red Cross is ever to 
be praised for providing so much of

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ROOMS FOR TECH 
BOYS ARE NEEDED 


Dr. K. G. Matheson Says 
High Prices Charged 
May Affect Attendance. 
Chamber Boosts School 
of Commerce.

“Overwhelming is the only adjec- 
tive I can use in describing the en- 
rollment that is promised this year 
by the large number that have .al- 
ready arrived,” said Dr. K. G. Mathe- 
son, president of the Georgia School 
of Technology, Tuesday night. 

“Atlanta must assist us,” he con- 
tinued, “or many of the students 
will have to be turned back, and 
that is a condition that we do not 
like to face. But unless boarding 
places can be found for the enor- 
mous number that is coming in, l 
fear that this state will exist. 

‘In the first place, it is discour- 
agingly hard for the boys to find 
Places to stay, and in addition to 
this, I am afraid that the extraor- 
dinary high rates that people in At- 
lanta are demanding will cause 
some to give up the idea of enroll- 
ment. 

‘Men are coming in from all parts 
of the country, and they are coming 
with the expectation of finding rea- 
sonably priced places to stay. I am 
not sure that this tendency toward 
abnormal prices is in the nature of 
profiteering, but it is undoubtedly 
going to affect Tech’s attendance 
unless radical improvement is 
made.” 

Dr. Matheson was not prepared to 
give the definite enrollment for this 
year, for Tech does not open until 
Monday, and the uncertainty of 
housing conditions makes the num- 
ber still more problematical. He 
says, however, that this will be the 
largest year the school has had, not 
excepting the unusually large en- 
rollment last year, which carried 
1,365 students in the regular rolls. 

School Important Factor. 

The School of Commerce, of the 
long been recognized as one of the 
Georgia School of Technology, has 
most important factors for the up- 
building and safeguarding of At- 
lanta’s future greatness by the va- 
rious civic organizations that have 
the city’s welfare at heart. 

The classes, which have graduated 
some of the leading business men 
and women of the city in years past, 
have always had the heartiest co- 
operation of the various civic or- 
ganizations. The Admen’s club, in 
particular, have sponsored the 
classes in business English, sales- 
manship and advertising, and, 
largely as a result of their unself- 
ish efforts, that department for the 
year just commencing has been in 
a position to employ one of the 
greatest teachers in America. 

Chamber Commends, 

Recognizing the importance of the 
school, which will open its 1919-20 
session within a few days, Secr- 
tary C. E. Robertson, of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, recently ad- 
dressed the following letter to Dean 
J. M. Watters, of the school: 

‘“T am glad to advise you that at a spe- 
cial meeting of the board of directors, held 
on August 28, a resolution was passed en- 
thusiastically indorsiag the work of the 
School of Commerce, operated by the Geor- 
gia School of Technology. 

“The directors especially commended 
the work of the evening division of this 
school. We feel that this evening school 
plays a very important part in the com- 
mercial life of the city in that it fur- 
nishes a fine opportunity for young men 
to receive special training in the theory 
of commercial affairs which they might not 
otherwise be able to obtain, 

‘We would like to see the work of this 
school enlarged and extended and the 
chamber will ever be ready to give its full 
co-operation to your efforts.

UBERAL AMENDMENT 
FORPROH] MEASURE 


Washington, September 16.—The 
principal senate amendment, liberal- 
izing the prohibition enforcement 
bill, to permit home manufacture 
for individual consumption of “non- 
intoxicating” cider and light wines, 
was accepted late today by the house 
conferees and placed finally in the 
bill, subject to action on the con- 
ference report. 

Other disputes between the senate 
and house conferees went over tem- 
porarily, probably, until late this 
week, when a complete agreement 
is expected. Enactment of the bill 
probably will be delayed until next 
week. 

In adopting the senate amend- 
ment authorizing the making of 
light wines and cider for domestic 
use, the conferees today added a fur- 
ther liberalizing provision, permit- 
ting transportation of “non-intoxi- 
cating” ciders and wines for the pur- 
pose of conversio ninto vinegar. 

The principal controversy yet to 
be settled is over the “burden of 
proof” in the case of persons found 
intoxicated. The house conferees, it 
is said, are insisting that the burden 
of proof should be on defendants, 
while the senate conferees are re- 
ported to hold the opposite views.

TOBE COTTON CENTER 


Belgian City Will Furnish 
Storage for 1,000,000 
Bales. 


By J. H. Benton. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, September 16.—Ac- 
cording to a statement issued to- 
day by the Belgian official infor- 
mation service, the city of Ghent, 
Belgium, is recovering rapidly from 
the ravagésS of the war and is pre- 
paring to take its place as a bigger 
and busier center in the industrial 
world, Ghent has conceived the 
project of becoming the continental 
cotton market for central Europe, 
as well as the cotton spinning cen- 
ter for Belgium. 

The warehouses of Ghent, with 
the new ones now completed or un- 
der construction, will be able to 
store at least 1,000,000 bales of raw 
cotton: and her harbors and docks 
can accommodate ocean-going steam- 
ships of nine or ten thousand tons, 
says the statement, which adds: 

“The city is easily accessible from 
the cotton working regions of all 
of the countries of central Europe, 
a day’s journey from the most dis- 
tant in Austria or Italy and a few 
hours from those in northern 
France, Alsace and Holland. 

“The first vessel carrying cotton 
from the United States entered 
Ghent in 1885, but a regular serv- 
ice was not established until 1905, 
when the Thurland Castle, of the 
Castle line, sailed from Galveston. 

“Ghent has exceptional transpor- 
tation facilities and can forward 
by canal to all parts of Belgium 
and Holland to Lorraine, and by way 
of the Scheldt and the Rhine, to 
central and southern Germany. 
ig proposed, furthermore, to utilize 
motor trucks of a carrying capacity 
of three tons of raw material for 
delivery to factories within a rea- 
sonable distance. it oy tae 
means particularly that cotton can 
be sent from the stores of Ghent 
quicker than by rail from Havre.”

BLANTON IN A ROW 
ABOUT MOONEY CASE 


Washington, September 16.—The

Blanton 
introduced the resolution and in- 
cluded in it charges made by the 
anonymous writer. Then Parsons 
wrote members of congress ‘“‘expos- 
ing” his correspondence with Blan. 
ton. It was this letter and a sup- 
porting affidavit which Nolan read 
into the record today. 

Blanton told the house he had 
other information on which to base 
his request for an investigatién, and 
urged adoption of his resolution. 
When he conducted the correspond- 
ence, Blanton told the house, ne 
suspected a “frame-up” and wanted 
to “see what was behind it.” 

Representative Nolan retorted 
that Blanton “had been trapped.”

The Post, in a satirical editorial, 
bearing the cantion “The Explo- 
sive Bullitt,” scores both Premier 
Lloyd-George and Mr. Bullitt. Re- 
garding the latter, it Says: 

“President W.lson seems to have 
picked the wrong person when he 
took this explosive journalist into 
the employ of the American peace 
mission. A journalist who is treat- 
ed in this way has no business to 
explode. It is aga:nst the first laws 
of the game.” 

The Post also expresses the opin- 
ion that if Secretary Lansing in- 
dorses Mr. Bullitt’s statements re- 
garding the secretary’s views “it 
will be all over with the treaty as 
far as the United States is con- 
cerned.”
